Commission Opposed 


To School Closing 


The Coffee County Com- 
mission met in regular ses- 
sion on Monday, May %, at 
the courthouse-annex in En- 
terprise, and voted unanimously 
to pass a resolution asking the 
Coffee County Board of Educa- 
tion to reconsider their deci- 
sion to close the school at Mt 
Pleasant. 

The meeting began at 10:00 
a.m., and waiting to address 
the commission was a dele- 
gation from Mt. Pleasant. Mr. 
John Dean, the spokesman 
for the delegation, told the com- 
missioners the residents of the 
Mt. Pleasant Community were 
concerned with their children’s 
education, and requested the 
commission pass a resolution 
asking the County School Board 
to keep the school open. 

Dean stated, ‘‘If our school 
is closed, our kids will have 
to ride a school bus for 2-3 
hours a day to go sit in an 
overcrowded classroom. The 
other schools have already 


Stated they don’t have room for 


extra students.’’ 

Continuing, Mr. Dean said, 
“The County School Board is 
under a legal obligation to ed- 
ucate our children. It says 
the county must provide stu- 
dents outside the Elba and En- 
terprise school systems with 
transportation to school, and 
proyide them with an adequate 
education. 1 think the County 
School Board is passing the 
buck to Enterprise.”’ 

Commissioner Don Smith 
made a motion to adopt the 
resolution, and it passed unan- 
imously. 

Sheriff Neil Grantham was 
next to meet with the com- 
mission, and Sheriff Grantham 
again asked for help at the 
County Jail. 

“We have four jailers 
working 48 hours a week,”’ said 
Grantham, ‘‘we need a part- 
time man to keep the jail in 
case one of the regular jailers 
becomes ill, or goes on va- 
cation. The way it is now we 
have to pull a deputy off pa- 
trol when something comes up, 
and all the deputies are needed 
on the road.”’ 

Sheriff Grantham also re- 
ported the State Fire Marshall 
had recently inspected the 
County Jail, and that he had 
cited the jail for five viola- 
tions. The violations are (1) 
the exit stairwell to the ground 
floor is not enclosed, (2) there 
is no self-closing device 
on the interior kitchen door, 
(3) all extension cords must 
be removed, (4) all mattresses 
must be replaced with fire re- 
sistant mattresses, and (5) the 
jail must have smoke detectors. 

“‘We have 30 days to com- 
ply with the regulations,’’ said 
Grantham. 

Commissioners Rex Bout- 
well and Max Reeves agreed 
to meet with the sheriff and 
work out the problems con- 
cerning repairs on the jail. 
However, the commission took 
no action on the sheriff’s re- 
quest for additional help at the

Probate Judge James L 
Sawyer read a letter from Gov- 
enor , George Wallace au- 
thorizing the County Board of 
Registrars an additional lO days 
for voter re-identification.

$90 a day (for 3 workers). 
Mr. Tom Cassaday and Mrs. 
Sara Hutchinson, Farm Fx- 
tension Agents, showed the 
commission a sketch of a pro- 
posed marker to be placed in 
front of the Farm Center in New 
front of the Farm Center in 
New Brockton. The marker 
which would identify the com- 
plex as the ‘Coffee County 


Agricultural Center’’ would be 
made of marble and brick and 
would cost approximately 
$3300. 


Commissioner Don Smith 
Said ‘‘My primary concern is 
for a directory of offices so 
people will know which build- 
ing they need to enter.’’ Mrs 
Hutchinson agreed to work up 
plans for a directory. 

Commissioner Rex Bout- 
well questioned the legality of 
not advertising for bids on such 
an expensive project, and after 
a discussion, the commission 
agreed that specifications for 
the construction of the marker 
should be drawn, and bids should 
be taken. It was also decided 
that the Farm Center Com- 
mittee should be asked for their 
thoughts on erecting a marker. 

County engineer, Leslie 
Mullins told the commission 
that the county’s share due for 
the paving of Pond Creek Road 
and Irving Powell Road is 
$64,080. The commission au-. 
thorized Judge Sawyer to pay the. 
amount due. 

Mullins added the Highway 
Department would receive de- 
livery of three dump trucks 
this week, and would get the van 
next week. The vehicles will 
cost a total of $30,000, and 
Mullins told the board money is 
needed to pay the bills. En- 
gineer Mullins informed the 
commission his department 
would need $55,000 by the end 
of the week to meet all it’s 
debts. Mullins requested the 
county borrow $70,000 (which 
would carry the department 
through the end of May). The 
commission yoted to borrow 
$70,000 for the Highway Depart- 
ment and also voted to borrow 
$25,000 to pay debts not covered 
by the General Fund. : 

Kinston Mayor Steve 
Hunko met withthe commision, 
and told the board, ‘‘We 
have serious problems in the 
City of Kinston!’’ 

Hunko reported the City’s 
two C.E.T.A. slots had ter- 
minated and that no additional 
C.E.T.A. funds would be avail- 
able until July. (The C.E.T.A. 
program is a federally funded 
program which employs people 
who meet certain poverty- 
related conditions). Mayor 
Hunko stated, ‘‘We have no 
radio dispatchers. We are 
being forced to seek volun- 
teers, but it is hard to get 
enough people to man the ra- 
dio 24 hours a day. Someone 
must be there (at the station) 
in case of fire, or in case 
a rescue run is needed.’’ 

The commission told Mayor 
Hunko that if the volunteer sys- 
tem would work until June, the 
city could hire students under 
the Summer Youth Program to 
man the radio. Mayor Hunko 
agreed to check into the pos- 
sibility of employing the youth. 

Before leaving, Hunko 
thanked the commission andthe 
engineer for the recent road- 
work done in Kinston by the 
county. 

In other action, the Com- 
mission 
**appointed Commissioner 
Gilmer Grant to serve on the 
South Central Alabama Mental 
Health Board; 

**decided to let the Pensions 
and Security Department use 
the offices adjacent to their 
present offices im Elba; 
**discussed the problem of 
people dumping dead animals 
on the side of roads. The 
board decided to meet with 
Health Officer Kennth Ball and 
Sheriff Grantham to discuss 
what legal action can be taken; 
**and, heard Engineer Leslie 
Mullins say it would be early 
fall before a priority system 
for paving roads can be put 
into effect. :

HOLDS MEETING TUESDAY‘ 


The Elba Water and Elec 
tric Board met Tuesday nigh 
and business was routine. Al 
members were present anc 
voting with Chairman Charles 
Hayes III presiding. 

Bids were opened on a truck 
load of water pipe, fire hy- 
drants and related equipment. 
Low bidder was Empire Pipe 
of Birmingham with a bid of 
$10,235. Other bids ranged 
up to $17,000. The supplies 
will be used to extend water 
mains and to add fire protec- 
tion capabilities to areas in 
Elba now long distances from 
fire plugs. 

The money for this expan- 
sion comes from the 1976 bond 
issue the Board floated to 
handle the electric expansion 
work completed this year. 

Hayes reported to the Board 
members that a net profit of 
a little over $3000 was realized 
by the Board last month. Of 
this, however, is some water 
and electricity used by City 
Hall, street lights, etc. At 
the end of the year, this will 
be written in the books as a 
grant to the city. Elba has 
not previously kept up witn 
this usage, but last year 
money experts recommended it 
be done to present a clearer 
picture of the overall operation.

Lessons For Young 
Bicyclists To Learn 


Left arm straight down 
for slowing and 
stopping 


HAND SIGNALS 


By Chief M. W. Johnston 

One very important prac 
tice that. bicyclists frequently 
overlook is giving proper hand 
Signals before making a turn to 
change directions. The illus 
trations show how a person on 
a bicycle must signal when 
intending to turn 

As I have said in previous 
lessons, when you are riding 
a bicycle on the streets. or 
highways, you must follow the 
Same rules that any other driv- 
er follows. This is for YOUR 
Safety as well as the safety of 
other people 

Let’s suppose that a person 
1S riding a bike down the right 
hand side of the road and de 
cides that at the next corner 
he will turn left. If he gives 
the proper left hand turn sig- 


Mal, then the other vehicles 
behind him know wha: he in- 
tends to do and tiv will not 
pass him. Knowing what YOU 
are planning to do is very 
hecessary to the drivers of 
automobiles that may be be- 


hind you. If you were to turn 
left on your bike, without giv- 
ing a Signal with your hand. a 
driver behind you might be 
trying to pass you and then 
you would be crossing in front 
of his intended path This 
type of situation can mean BIG 
TROUBLE! 


Study the hand signals in 
the pictures shown. Then prac- 
tice them while standing still 
Start immediately to use them 
when riding your bike on any 
street or road where traffic 
travels. When you do this, 
you will find that automobile 
drivers will be courteous to 
you and you will have a lot 
fewer ‘‘close calls."' 

When riding your bicycle on 
public streets, always remem- 
ber that automobiles travel at 
a much higher rate of speed 
than your bike. Therefore, 
when you need to use your hand 
Signals, give the signal in plenty 
of time for the drivers behind 
you to react to your signal 
It does little good to start Sig- 
nals when you are ready to 
make your turn. A car travel- 
ing even at a slow speed can- 
not react to your signals on 
such short notice. It is best 
to-start giving your hand Sig- 
fals right after you pass the 
middle of the block at the end 


Left arm straight 
out for left 
turns 


Left arm straight 
up for right 
turns 


of which you plan to make a 


turn Also remember, if you 
are giving a hand Signal anda 
driver blows his horn behind 
you, this means he cannot slow 
down in time to allow you to 
make your intended turn. So, 
you must wait until he has 
gone around you to make vour 
turn 


The hand signals shown, in- 
dicating your intention to turn 
right or stop, are just as im- 
portant as the signal to turn 
left. Always use them, even if 
you are Out on a country road 
and there is very little traffic 
You never know when some 
other driver will come up be- 
hind you quickly, before you 
have a chance to notice him 


QUESTIONS 


The proper hand signal to in- 


dicate your intention to turn 
LEFT is to extend your left 
arm straight out. Yes or No 


The proper hand signal to in- 
dicate vour intention to turn 
RIGHT is to extend your left 
arm out, away from the body, 
and down. Yes or No , 


The left arm should be held 
out and up to show your in- 
tention to make a right turn 


(From shoulder to elbow str- 
aight out, from elbow to hand 
1s straight up.) Yes or No 


To show your intention to stop, 
you must extend your LEFT arm 
Slightly out away from your 
body and DOWN Yes or No 


Automobiles travel much fast- 
er than bicycles, therefore a 
bicyclist must give hand sig- 
nals well before he is actually 
ready to make a turn ; 
Yes or No 


It is alright to make a turn, 
without giving a hand signal. 
if you see no traffic coming 
Yes or No 


When riding on a country road 
it is alright to forget about 
hand signals Yes or No 


Using hand signals prevents 
accidents because the signals 
tell motorists behind you what 
you are going to do

Your circle of family, 
friends and neighbors is very 
unique if at least one and prob- 
ably several of these close 
associates is not now suffer- 
ing or eventually will exper- 
ience some form of mental 
illness. 

Contrary to the overwhelm- 
ing majority public attitude this 
frightening, ‘‘mysterious’’ ma- 
lady is not-a problem that only 
touches the lives of others and 
not you. 

According to the most recent 
Statistics of the National As- 
sociation For Mental Health, 
one in ten people in the United 
States presently needs profes- 
sional help for some form of 


mental illness, ranging from 
mild to severe. Twenty-one 
million families are affected 


by mental illness from some- 
one in their immediate family 
-- more than one in four. 

In view of these statistics, 
mental illness does not just 
lurk shadowy on the outer 
fringes of your live but even- 
tually strikes in the inner cir- 
cle of everyone's close 
associates. 

Nor is it only adults who 


are stricken. Childrenalso suf- 
fer from mental illness in the 
Same proportions as adults, 
NAMH reports. Three percent 
have severe emotional prob- 
lems. Another eight percent 
have less severe problems but 
are unable to function normal- 
ly. 

The cost of mental illness 
to this country is tremendous. 
Nine years ago it was estimated 
to be $21 billion annually, Ob- 
viously this expense has in- 
creased to an inestimable level 
almost a decade later 

This figure includes the cost 
of direct services paid by in- 
dividuals, as well as by gov- 
ernment and private insurance 
carriers, research and man- 
power programs and vocational 
rehabilitation. 

So, in another way it be- 
comes a very personal concern 
of everyone; in the amount of 
taxes they pay to support gov- 
ernment financed research and 
treatment and in the additional 
cost of hopsital insurance re- 
Sulting from the huge expense 
to an insuror for hospitalization 
of an insured person for ment- 
al illness, 

These figures do not include 
the intangible costs of mental 
illness in personal misery to 
individuals, their families and 
friends.

This family of plants can 
grow in the great variety of 
conditions of soil, water and 
Sun present in all states of 
the nation. There are several 
varieties, all causing the same 
trouble. 

Poison sumac is a shrub or 
small tree The others are 
vines. Except for the sumac, 
all are marked by three leaf- 
lets arising from the node. 
Remember the old saw: ‘‘Leaf- 
lets three, let it be.’’ 

Washing with soap and water 
soon after exposure might help 
reduce the skin rash, the Am- 
erican Medical Association 
Says. Cold water compresses 
will bring relief from itching 
and reduce inflammation. Cal- 
amine lotion will hasten dry- 
ing of the blisters. Extensive 
and severely uncomfortable er- 
uptions may require medi- 
cations prescribed by a phy- 
Sician. 

The only method for pre- 
venting poison ivy rash is 
avoiding the plants. There is 
no effective skin protectant or 
immunizing technique. The 
plants can be dug out, or de- 
stroyed by herbicides. 

Acually, poison ivy is 
misnamed. It isn’t really a 
poison. It is an allergen. which 
causes the body’s defense me- 
chanisms to overreact. First 
exposure might not produce a 
rash, but later exposures will 
trigger the reaction.

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OPPORTUNITIES 

Coffee County farmers have 
not nearly reached their po- 
tenital in the production of many 
crops, livestock and forestry. 
For example, we have thousands 
of acres of land in pines. Pine 
trees are fine, but 85% of the 
acreage has poor stands. Many 
stands are infested with un- 
desirable trees like oaks, hick- 
ory, sweet gum and brushes. 

Bob Evans, agricultural en- 
gineer with Central Sawyer 
Company in Ft. Wayne, Indiana, 
told me that their survey in- 
dicates that this entire area of 
the southeast is just a sleeping 
giant in the production of many 
crops. 


CROP SCOUTING 

Tentative plans call for 
providing a scouting service for 
peanut and soybean producers 
in Coffee County. Scouts will 
be trained by entomologists at 
Auburn University and will work 
on a commercial basis--that 
is a small charge per acre 
scouted. 

Clinton Weeks of Kinston is 
interested in this program. 
Charles Grissett and Carl San- 
ders have also inquired about 
the scouting service. If you 
are interested in getting your 
peanuts and soybeans scouted 
for insects and diseases during 
the growing season, getintouch 
with me at 894-5596 

We will employ scouts in the 
county based on the number of 
acres to be scouted. Many 
growers like to have a highly 
trained person to check his 
fields of peanuts and soybeans 
each week to check on 
diseases and insects. For many 
of them, especially those with

direct seeding where the land 
has been minimum prepared. In 
an adjacent field, we will see 
pines that were planted in the 
conventions manner. In addi- 
tion we will see some weed 
trees that have been destroyed 
by use of a new, easy-to-use 
chemical method. We will also 
see some dramatic results of 
timber stand improvement 
Folks going on the tour will 
meeet at the county agent's 
office in New Brockton at 9:15 
on Thursday morning and will 
drive to the site. The program 
will end at noon. This will be 
an excellent opportunity to learn 
about forestry management. 


SAFETY 

Almost every week we are 
having some tragic accidents 
in Coffee County. Fortunately, 
we have not heard of any 
tractor accidents so far this 
year. Drivers approaching 
tractors on the road need to 
be especially careful. Tractors 
are almost standing still. They 
make a lot of noise, and they 
are not as easily controlled as 
an automobile. So a lot of 
caution needs to be used in 
meeting and passing tractors 
and other slow-moving farm 
equipment. 

Another word of caution: Get 
up all of the empty cans of 
herbicides and insecticides and 
either take them to the landfill 
in New Brockton or bury them 
on your place where you know 
they will be completely ont of 
the way. What a tragedy it 
would be fora one, twoor three- 
year-old child to drink some 
of these materials.

Summer jobs provide good 


training for tomorrow's work 


force, but employers should 
make sure that tasks assigned 


persons under 18 years of age 


meet requirements of Ala- 
bama’s Child Labor Law. 

‘‘We encourage the employ- 
ment of youth in jobs which 
are safe and which do not 
interfere with their education,"’ 
points out Tom J. Ventress, 


director of the Alabama De- 


partment of Industrial Rela- 
‘However, we must re- 
mitj employers that minors in 
the labor force are protected 
by state and federal law.’’ 

Basic requirements of the 
law relate to age, type of 
work, and hours of employ- 
ment. All employers are re- 
quired by state law to have on 
file a work permit for each 
employee under 17 years of 
age. 

“With the permit system, 
compliance with the law is not 
difficult,’’ states James B. 
Cogdell, chief of the Child La- 
bor Division of the Alabama 
Department of Industrial Re- 
lations. ‘‘The employer need 
not be an expert in the law.” 

By submitting a job des- 
cription and related informa- 
tion to a permit issuing of- 
ficer, the employer may deter- 
mine before the youth is hired 
whether state legal require- 
ments have been met. 

Nearly 500 child labor 
issuing officers are authorized 
to issue work permits in Ala- 
bama. They are located in all 


67 counties, at all local boards 
of education and at most high 
schools. 


Watson Tells Of Early Farming Days 


Some people say we’re run- 
ning out of money, but 82-year- 
old Jethro Watson knows better. 

It’s not money, but food he’s 
worred about. 

“IT read in the paper the 
other day where bankers are 
concerned about a shortage of 
money,’’ said Watson of New 
Brockton, Rt. 1, ‘‘but I’ve been 
around since May 8, 1885, and 
I’ve never seen as much money 
as we're seeing today. I can 
remember the days when you 
went for weeks without seeing 
a dollar bill.’’ 

“My concern is our food 
supply. Our farmers are doing 
a great job. They say about 
four percent of our population 
is feeding us, plus a lot of 
people overseas 

“I don't know how much 
longer they'll be able to dothis. 
There are just too many people 
riding up and down the roads. 
More of them should be working 
in the fields helping to pro- 
duce food."’ 

Watson has lived away from 
the farm only once in his life. 

“One summer many years 
ago, my wife and I moved to 
Opp and | worked at a mill 


for $1.50 a day,’’ he said. ‘‘It 


didn’t take much of that for me. 
I stayed down there just long 
enough to catch the itch and J 
headed back to the farm to help 
gather the crop. 

“IT have always liked work- 
ing on the farm,’’ he said. 
‘Working will help keep you 
healthy."’ 

Watson lives near his son, 
Bill, who farms. Last fall 
Watson asked Bill not to pull 
all of his corn. Since then 
Watson has pulled about 10 
acres of corn. . .‘‘two or three 
sacks about every day the wea- 
ther is fit,’’ he said. 

Watson has other chores. 
Every day he shells corn for 
his eight hens. 

He owned a 1920 model car, 
but never drove it himself. He 
has never driven a car ortrac- 
tor, but recently enjoyed Sitting 
on a turning plow connectedtoa 
tractor and talking with Coffee 
County Agent Dan Presley about 
farming many decades ago. 


“I can tell you things about 


farming even before the days 
of your parents,’’ Watson told 
Presley, and he started de- 
scribing farming in Coffee 
County around 1900 and on thr- 
ough the decades. ‘‘] started 
working in the fields with my 
dad when | was about seven. 


That would have been about 
1902. 

“It was rough, rough, 
rough,’’ he said. ‘‘There just 


wasn't any money around. What 
we ate we grew on the farm.

We raised hogs and when we 
killed them we would smoke the 
meat. We had lots of sweet 
potatoes and syrup.

Christmas Eve I told the child- 
ren, ‘‘Well I don’t know what 
we’re going to do about some- 
thing for Christmas; I don’t 
have any money.’ We ended up 
getting a load of lighter (Pine 
knot kindling) and taking it to 
Brockton. We sold it for $2, 
I think, with the understand- 
ing that we trade it out in 
apples, oranges and stick 
candy.’’ 

After Watson related this 
instance, his son, Bill _ said, 
“That was as good a Christ- 
mas as we ever had.’’ 

Watson recalled that in 
1939 he walked four miles each 
morning to catch a ride to 
work. He worked eight to ten 
hours for 11 cents an hour and 
then walked the same distance 
back home at night. 

‘*We lived high on that in- 
come, he said. ‘‘That was good 
money. If this generation com- 
ing along had to gothrough what 
we did, they’d never make it.’ 


As Presley's visit came to 
an end, Watson's son Bill said, 
‘*‘We won't be with you this 
year in the 4-H beef show. My 
children have gotten beyond that 
age."” 

For the last 33 years, when 
members of the Watson family 
were 4-H age, they were part 
of the Coffee County 4-H Beef 
Show.

YEAST BREADS DEMON- 
STRATION 

A yeast breads demonstration 
has been scheduled for Mon- 
day night, May 16. It will be 
held at the County Extension 
Office in New Brockton beginn- 
ing at 7:00 p.m. Samples of 
bread will be available for 
testing. Mark this date on 
your calendar and plan to at- 
tend. 


POTPOURRI 

If you like potpourii, but 
don’t like the prices you have 
to pay, make your own. It’s 
cheaper. Since roses are the 
main ingredient, now is anideal 
time to prepare potpourri. 

Pick roses before the sun 
is high after several days of 
dry weather. The flowers 
should be in full bud. The leaves 
of lavender, lemon verbena, 
jasmine, marigold, geranium, 
mint, thyme, and rosemary can 
also be used for their pleasing 
fragrance. 

Spread the petals and leaves 
on sheets of paper or strips 
of cheesecloth in a dry, airy 
room away from the sun and 
turn them daily. It will take 
a few days to a week for the 
petals to dry completely. 

Spices such as cloves, 
cinnamon, mace, allspice and 
nutmeg are nice to use. You 
Should add about one to two 
tablespoons to each quart of 
petals. Also add one ounce of 
crushed orrisrott, which you 
can find at a drugstore. This 
retains the natural _ scent 
of the leaves and petals, pre- 
serves them and seems to have 
a color-fixing effect. Small 
pieces of orange, lemon and 
tangerine peels add to it. 
These should be dried for 24 
hours before using. 

Thoroughly mix all of the 
ingredients and store in anair- 
tight earthen jar or glass con- 
tainer. You can add to the 


stock all through the summer. 


CANNED FOODS 

Most canned foods processers 
aim for a shelf life of at least 
a year for their products. Heat, 
humidity, light and sudden tem- 


perature changes may causé 


some canned foods toturndark 
within six months or less, but 
they are safe to eat. However, 
beware of canned goods that 
are bulging, leaking or rusty 
at the seams; discard them 
without testing. 


SAFETY 

Did you know that as many 
as 50,000 persons are injured 
each year by power mowers? 
Almost all of these injuries are 
the result of thoughtlessness 
and carelessness. I'd like to 
remind you of these safety tips 
to keep you and your family 
off the statistic list. 

1. Study carefully the in- 
struction manual supplied with 
your mower. 

2. Remove stones, wire and 
other debris from the lawn 
before mowing. Never remove 
an object from the mower while 
the engine is running. 

3. Don’t use an electric mow- 


er on wet grass. 

4. Stand firm. Don’t lag: 
behind or let the mower pu 
you. 

5. Don’t fill the gas tank while 
the engine is running or is 
still hot. Store fuel in an ap- 
proved tightly-sealed con- 
tainer. 

6. Learn to disengage the 
clutch or stop the engine quickly 
in case of any emergency and 
always stop the engine when you 
leave it. 

7. Don’t let small children 
or pets play around your mower 
while it is running. 

8. Keep hands, feet and 
clothing away from moving 
parts. Disconnect the spark 
plug wire before working onthe 
underside of the mower. 

9. Don’t tamper with the gov- 
ernor. 

10. Always push your mower 
forward. Don’t take the chance 
of the mower rolling backward 
over your foot.

80 Acres Are 


Burned In April 


Coffee County Forest Ran- 
ger Wayne Roberts reported 
recently that his office has been 
called to 13 forest fires during 
the month of April, and that 
the blazes destroyed a total of 
80 acres.

The Elba City Council meet- 
ing Tuesday night was short, 
ending before %:30, but it was 4 
full of action. The city fathers 
were all present except Coun- 
cilman Cleo Hawkins, who was 
out sick. 

The action included accept- 
ing a gift of real estate for a 
library, reinstalling parking 
meters, and an exchange be- 
tween a couple of councilmen 
and the mayor about work on 
private property. 

The meeting opened with 
the council hearing an offer on 
behalf of Miss Eunora Farris 
to donate her home on North 
Claxton to the city on the 
condition it be remodeled as a 
public library and/or museum. 
The formal offer was made by 


Attorney Fleetwood Carnley 
The council had been informed 
of this offer at the last meeting 
and had looked the property 
over It was accepted Tues- 
day night on the condition ex- 


perts feel it is practical to 
make the necessary modifica- 
tions and funds are available 
The home was built in 1883 
by Mr. John Farris 


Members of the Library 
Board were present as_ were 
representatives of several 
women’s clubs.

Kinston Council Aids Rescue Squad 


The Kinston City Council 
met in regular session on 
Tuesday night, May 17, and 
following a heated discussion, 
voted to borrow money to 
employ a radio operator from 
12:00 to 8:00 a.m. A 
group of concerned citizens 
will provide a volunteer to 
man the radio from 8:00 a.m. 
until 12 o'clock midnight. 

The meeting began at 7:30 
p.m. with all members pre- 
sent except Mr. Harold 
Rhodes. Councilman Dewey 
Adams opened the meeting 
by léading the gathering ‘in 
prayer, and then City Clerk 
Peggy Cain read the min- 
utes of the previous meeting. 
The minutes were adopted by 
a unanimous vote. 

Mayor Steve Hunko in- 
formed the council that on 
Saturday, May 14, a group 
of concerned citizens met and 
agreed to provide volunteers 
to man the radio and phone at 
City Hall 24 hours a day. The 
citizens’ offer of help came so 
the residents of Kinston would 
continue to have emergency 
services (Rescue Squad and 
Fire Department). 

Continuing, Hunko stated 
the citizens group had dis- 
cussed the possibility of the 
City hiring a radio operator 
to work from 12 to8a.m. 
or putting the policeman on 
duty during those hours. 

Mrs. Carolyn King, a 
spokeswoman for the citizens, 
said, ‘‘The volunteers have 
nothing to do with the Rescue 
Squad or Fire Department, 
they simply want to help the 
City.” 


Councilwoman Sara 
Bowden spoke up, saying, ‘‘I 
gave my phone number for 
anyone needing help to call, 
and I am against hiring a 
radio operator and putting the 
police chief on duty from 12 
to 8.’’ 

Councilman Mickey Weeks 
said, ‘‘We need someone on 
the radio. I know the volun- 
teers are getting tired. It 
should be the town’s respon- 
sibility to have a radio ope- 
rator on duty 24 hours a 
day because the radio is for 
the policeman’s safety. If 
the City has to borrow money 
then do it - we can’t lose our 
Rescue Squad.’’ 

Mayor Hunko reported the 
City would get summer em- 
ployment (youth) from the 
State in three weeks, but 
stated ‘‘We need help now!’’ 


Councilman Dewey Adams 
pledged to pay the radiooper- 
ator’s salary for one week. 
“I’m for the Rescue Squad,’ 
said Adams, ‘‘and I'll pay 
the salary for one week. I 
think we can work out the 
problem of paying a_ radio 
operator for the other two 
weeks.”’ 

Mrs. Bowden said, ‘‘I feel 
the Rescue Squad should sup- 
port itself, and | think the 
City shouldn’t have to furnish 
its gas.’’ 

Bowden made a motion for 
the City to stop furnishing gas 
for the Rescue Squad, but the 
motion died for lack of a 
second. 

Mayor Hunko stated he 
would donate his salary as 
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mayor to the Rescue Squad, 
to which Mrs. Bowden re- 
plied, ‘‘You don’t get a 
salary!”’ 

Councilman Weeks made a 
motion for the town to borrow, 
enough money to employ a 
radio operator for two weeks. 
Hunko seconded the motion, 
and it was passed by a vote of 
3 for and 2 against. Voting 
aye were Weeks, Hunko and 
Adams, while Bowden and 
Councilman Houston Martin 
voted against the motion. 

Mayor Hunko reported that 
a radio operator would begin 
working on Wednesday, May 
18, and would continue until 
June 3. The operator will 
work from 12 o'clock midnight 
until 8 a.m. 

Mr. Houston Donaldson, 
the Executive Director of 
the Samson Housing Author- 
ity, addressed the council and 
told the gathering he had 
applied for a total of 100 
low-rent apartments to. be 
built in Geneva, Samson and 
Kinston. 

“I’ve got an appointment 
with H.U.D. on Friday of this 
week, ’’ said Donaldson, ‘‘and 
will ask for at least 10 apart- 
ments for Kinston. These 
multi-family units (2 & 3 bed- 
room models) will be built. 
entirely at Government ex- 
pense.”’ 

The council, at Mr. 
Donaldson’s request passed a 
resolution as being in favor 
of the application for addit- 
ional housing in Kinston. 

Mayor Hunko told the 
Souncil that Mr. Howard 
Smith (the City’s water main- 
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tenance and meter man) had 
complained that his job was 
becoming full-time and was 
taking up 75% of his time. 

Mrs. Bowden spoke up 
again and said, ‘‘Mr. Smith 
turned in a report that he 
worked 72 hours during the 
recent County work in the 
City, and he wants to be 
paid $3.50 an hour for the 
time he put in. He is paid 
$200 a month, and his extra 
work while the County crews 
were in town doesn’t come in 
that contract.’’ 

Smith walked into the meet- 
ing and explained where the 
extra work was needed. 

“‘T think it is a lot cheap- 
er for the city to pay me for 
the extra work than it would 
have been to replace water 
lines the County crews would 
have dug up if I hadn’t been 
present to show them were 
the lines were,’’ said Smith. 
“I’m not trying to rip any- 
body off, I was just trying 
to help the town.”’ 


In other action: 


***Councilman Weeks agreed 
to take the City trash truck 
to the trade school in Opp 
to get it repaired. Bowden 
offered to pay the repair bill; 


***The Council decided to hold 
off repairing the jajl until the 
Summer employees begin 
working; 


***And, Councilwoman Bow- 
den brought up the possibility 
of the City raising its sales 


tax. 


L. C. Cook, who left the city 
about six months ago to accept 
a job with the state of Alakama 
Also approved was the purchase 
of a copy machine from 3M 
It will be paid for over 36 
months 

School Superintendent 
Elmer Taylor was present and 
agreed to work with the city 
in implementing a feeding pro- 
gram during the summer. The 
city will be the spofsoring ag- 
ency and the school will feed 
the students. 

Discussion of pay raises for 
city employees was postponed 


until a joint meeting with the 
water and electric board can 
be scheduled, Also the coun- 
ciltyoted on a motion by 
Jimmy Wise to write a letter 
to the housing authority urging 
work be done to obtain addi- 
tional low-rent housing. This 
letter was to be written on Wed- 
hesday, according tothe motion, 
Also the council approved the 
action of the Zoning Board on 
re-zoning an area on Taylor 
Mill Road from residential to 
B-1 or business. A_ public 
hearing will be scheduled on 
the change before it becomes 
official. 


The council voted to con- 
tinue paying $3,000 a month to 
the Elba school system. This 
had been agreed on at the last 
school board meeting, but there 
was a discussion before the 
vote was taken. Councilman 
D. M. English was concerned 
that the City was spending more 
than it was taking in, and some 
cuts had to be made. The $3,000 
will be continued for one year, 
but the school is to be told to 
begin searching for alternate 
funds for the next year, because 
the city may not be able to con- 
tinue the funding. 

George Sykes was at the 
council meeting and wanted to 
know if Mayor Folsom had 
gotten any answer to Sykes’ 
complaint voiced at the last 
meeting concerning the hos- 
pital. Folsom said he had 
not gotten a complete answer 
yet, but would continue check- 
ing. Councilman Wise told 
Sykes he had had some __ex- 
perience recently with the hos- 
pital emergency room and dis- 
cussed it briefly with him. 

Discussion on parking in 
downtown Elba led to a motion 
to put the parking meters back. 
The motion was made by 
Jimmy Wise and seconded by 
Mike Russell. An amendment 
by Councilman Sharpless to 


_ postpone any action until the off- 


street parking lot has a chance 
died for lack of a second. The 
meters will be put into work- 
ing order as soon as possible, 
according to the motion passed 
by the council. City Clerk Jack 
Prescott checked with legal 
authorities and found that the 
existing ordinance on parking 
meters is still legal, and the 
meters will be legal the min- 
ute they are installed. 

The meeting was about to 
adjourn when Councilman Mike 
Russell asked about city crews 
working on private property. 
He said he was referring toa 
case where a sewer line was 
installed to a mobile home in 
Mulberry Heights. Russell 
said, ‘‘If we are going to do it 
for one, we should do it for 
everybody.”’ 

Folsom contended it should 
be done for churches because 
they were public places. Rus- 
sell called his attention to a 
statement made by Folsom at 
an earlier council meeting 
where he (Folsom) told a 
church group, ‘‘We don’t do 
work on private property.’’ 
After some discussion about 
this, Russell pointed it out to 
him and all present in the min- 
utes of the April 15 council 
meeting. Russell again said 
if it was going to be done for 
one, it should be done for all, 
and everyone should be aware 
of this policy. 

At this point, Folsom’s tem- 
per exploded and said ‘‘If that 
is the way you want it, that 
is the way it will be, and we 
will not do anything on pri- 
vate property, not even go 
under the house to get a dead 
dog for some elderly - widow 
woman.’’ Both Russell and 
Wise told Folsom he was nit- 
picking and that is not what 
they meant at all. 

No formal action was taken 
and apparently no decision was 
reached on such situations in 
the future. 

The meeting adjourned 
shortly after nine p.m.
